Cheques have beendrawn and paid for, $125,000 each, in favour 
of England, France, and Holland, as an instalment of the Shi- 
monoseki Indemnity money. The share of America is in abey- 
ance for the present. 

There isa rumour current te the effect that a former high 
official has been called upon by the Government to pay some 
$300,000, alleged to be due from him. This demand is said in 
some way to be connected with the sale of Government rice, 
made under the auspices of the ex-official referred to. A mer- 
cantile partner of his, in an extensive way of business at Oaaka, 
is said to have committed suicide in consequence of the inability 
of the firm to meet the large sum the Government requires. In 
default of payment (which is apprehended), it is said stri t 
measures vill be resorted to by}the Government. A term of ten 
years’ epee has been mentioned as having been 
threaten 

We have lately seen a good deal of surveying going on at the 
Bund, and also in the harbour, and on enquiry we are led to 
bel at the Government intends to make a pier running out 
from the coal depot of the P.M.S.S. Co., about one mile along, 
and in such a way that large vessels could lie alongside.

The friendly rivalry of legitimate enterprise was the 
origin of the company’s endeavour, and he felt sure that there 
was ample room for it ; he proposed the health of Captain Rice, 
of the Vasco da Gama, the pioneer vessel of the line ; and Cap- 
tain Rice replied, expressing a cad that he might sooner or later 
see all those who were assembled as his passengers, or those of 
the other ships of the company. 

Much satisfaction was expressed at the arrangements for the 
accommodation of passengers, and the past and probable per- 
formances of the ship between this and San Francisco were freely 
canvassed. 

The Empress has received the families of the Foreign Minis- 
ters ; Lady Parkes, Mrs. and the Misses Bingham, and Madame 
de Groote were presented. The Empress expressed pleasure at 
seeing them, and received their congratulations on the new year 
and wishes for her Majesty's health and happiness. The Mikado 
was present, and added a few words of welcome. 

It is now in contemplation by the authorities of the Mom- 
busho to erect new and improved buildings for the use of the 
Kai Sei Gakko (Polytechnic School), and to devote the present 
edifice to the use of the Guai Koku Gakko (Foreign Language 
School). The old sheds occupied by the latter are in a state of 
advanced dilapidation, and cannot fonigey suffice for the accom- 
modation of the pupils. The new Polytechnic School will be 
erected within the grounds of the Kaga yashiki, in Hongo, in 
the north of the city. The new buildings will be separate from 
each other. This arrangement will afford greater security against 
fire. They will be of a more durable material, and will be built 
in finer style than those now in use. 

Contrary to the expectations of his friends in Japan, Mr. C. 
O. Shepard, late U.S. Consul here, prior to his reaching Wash- 
ington, resigned his appointment. Mr. Wayne, of Georgia, suc- 
ceeds him, and may arrive by the next American steamer. 

One of the samurai of Kochi Ken, captured on suspicion of 
being concerned in the attack on Iwakura, has confessed his 
guilt ; but he has refused to name, or give any clue to the dis- 
covery of, his companions.

The fol- 
lowing items of news are from the Worth China Herald :— 


A meeting of the shareholders of the Shanghai and Pootung 
Foundry and Engineering Company has been held. A resolu- 
tion was passed that in view of the unsatisfactory result of the 
working of the business the company should be forthwith 
wound up and dissolved. The directions were accordingl 
authorised to effect a sale of the plant, stock, buildings, land, 
&c., belonging to the company, on the most advantageous terms 
they can obtain. The company have since sold their property 
and plant, &c., to Messrs. Boyd and Co., at a price which, after 
paying off all liabilities, will yield a return to shareholders of 
fifty taels per share, equal to fifty per cent. 
fter a short preliminary trip on the river last Sunday, with 

the view, probably, of testing her engines and general prepared- 
ness for a longer excursion, H.I.C.M.’s No. 5 frigate went out- 
side on the 4th Feb., on a trial trip as far as Gutzlaff. She is 
entirely worked by Chinese.

No 
snow hag fallen since the Emperor and the Imperial Princes 
prayed for snow on the 9th Jan. Nothing of interest has oc- 
curred in the diplomatic world during the last week, if we ex- 
cept the fact that the Peruvian{Mission are reported to be busily 
engaged with their Treaty. The race committee has held a meet- 
ing, and drawn up the programme of the races for the spring of 
1874. Much sickness prevails, owing to the euienally dry and 
mild winter. There has been no fall of moisture for months, 
except a very slight attempt at snow on the 2nd January. The 
Peruvian Minister has been laid up with a severe attack of fever, 
but is recovering. The French Minister has also been ailing 
from the same complaint. It is reported that the Government 
are selecting a large body of Mongol troops now assembled at 
Kalgan, to march against the Mahomedans in Uliasutai.

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STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
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SINGAPORE. 
The advices by the present mail extend to the 20th Feb.; 


the outward French mail from London Jan. 16 arrived on the 
18th Feb. The following items are from the Straits Times :— 


H.E. the Governor has temporarily appointed Mr. J. G. 
Davidson as Commissioner with Tunku dia Oodin, and after 
the conclusion of the piracy case Mr. Davidson will have to visit 
the Linghy river, close to Malacca, to discharge other duties 
before his return to Singapore. 

A considerable quantity of , belonging to a Suuhpore 
trader, was stolen from an ‘alana ta the Straits under the Dutch 
rule, and on the 11th a boat was seized in Singapore river, con- 
taining twenty-two bags of the stolen produce, the bags having 
the owner’s mark on them. The Chinese boatmen, two in num- 
ber, were arrested ona charge of fraudulent possession. The case 
is still under investigation here, but the prisoners will most 
likely have to be handed over to the Dutch authorities. 

The great facilities now afforded for going over to Johore, 
while no doubt a blessing in most ways, nevertheless afford «un- 
wonted facilities to fraudulent debtors, who have only to go over 
there to elude payment, and defy our writs ; and unless Govern- 
ment takes immediate action, and enters into some arrangement 
with the liberal and enlightened ruler of that barat to give up 
all debtors from this on application from our Court, the evil must 
increase to a distressing extent. A case in point may be cited 
to prove the threatened danger of the convenient refuge so near at 
hand. A Javanese trader owing some $700 to a European here, 
and in sufficently good circumstances to pay, with a writ out 
against him, very deliberately blinds the bailiff’s subordinates, goes 
over to Johore, settles there, and sends for his family to join him, 
knowing that our law cannot touch him there. Therefore, the 
weoner such a state of things is mended the better for the com- 
munity at large. 

Owing to the exceptionally high price of gambier and black 
pepper many fresh plantations are being opened up on the 

ohore territory. Almost daily applications are being made by 
Chinese for grants of land, and they do not scruple to take it 
in localities at distances from water communication hitherto 
deemed impracticable and unprofitable. Although the soil of 
Johore is capable of producing other articles of commerce than 
gambier and pepper, yet, with a few exceptions, these are the 
only articles raised for exportation in any considerable quaatity.

The places touched at 
were all quiet, and showing signs of progress. 

Under none of the forms of government through which it has 
pleased Providence that the Settlement scald ass in its ma- 
turer years has its police ever come in for any share of commen- 
dation. Indeed, its defects and its asserted incompetence have 
been a never-failing theme for the censure of our public writers. 
It is true that the police is not a particularly popular institution 
in most countries, but we question if in any other place of like 
size to this the force is viewed with such hopeless want of confi- 
dence. What sensible man ever leaves his godowns or his resi- 
dence to the protecting care of the police? Who that places 
any value upon his time thinks of aha a loss or a theft to 
the police? Who in any altercation with hack-gharry men or 
similar infliction ever dreams of appealing to the police? We 
may safely affirm of those who do so that they are very new 
colonists, and that they have a painful experience before them.

Hankow.—Advices are conflicting. While some shippers received

SHanonat.—Piece Goods : The Chinese new ‘year, by its proximity, 
was exercising its customary influence upon markets. Business had 
not yet wholly ceased, but it was becoming smaller, and a week would 
probably see it closed for the holidays.

RUNNING Down BY A P. and O. STEAMER AT GRAVESEND.—On the 17th 
instant, the Princess Somiwatty, of 1,000 tons, was sunk off Gravesend 
the P. and O. screw steamer Indus. The barque was at anchor off 
theShip and Lobster, just below Gravesend ; and at about a quarter-past 
nine o'clock, the morning being quite clear, the Jndus steamed up the 
Reach. When a short distance below the barque the steamer had to 
alter her course, and come over to the southward, to get astern of a 
billy-boy schooner. The tide was running up pretty strong at the 
time, and before the steamer could get round into her proper course 
again she ran into the barque, striking her on the port bow. 
The force of the collision was so great that the steamer 
made a large gash right into the hull of the barque, and 
the latter sank within ten minutes of the occurrence. The crew on 
board the barque numbered about twenty, with a passenger ; they were 
taken out of the rigging by watermen. All escaped without hurt ex- 
cept one sailor, who, being sick and in his berth at the time, was 
jammed amongst the splinters, and received some injuries, though not 
of a serious character. The existing law clears the owners of the Jndus 
from all liability in the matter, as the vessel was in charge of an 
authorised pilot. Should the collision, however, prove to have been 
the result of any carelessness on the part of the pilot, he is liable to a 
fine not exceeding £100.

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THE ATCHIN WAR. 

VERY little further news has come to hand during the 
past week as to the progress of the War in Atchin, but we 
observe in the columns of a contemporary another long 
letter from their special correspondent, written at Batavia. 
This last circumstance tends to confirm our previous con- 
jecture, that the careful Dutchmen relegate all mere jour- 
nalists to a safe distance from the real scene of operations. 
They probably argue that whenever they are successful they 
can blow their own trumpets for themselves, and should 
reverses overtake them it is as well not to let the facts get 
abroad. The letter, for all that, is interesting, and con- 
firms, to a remarkable extent, the opinions we hazarded in 
our preceding articles. Thus, even in Batavia, the com- 
plaint goes round that the “Government reports, short as 
“ they are, sometimes contradict each other, and are con- 
“ tradicted again right and left by those in possession of 
“ private information.” It appears, too, that the Atchinese 
on the 14th January broke through the Dutch lines in 
front of the Kraton, and actually reached one of the 
hospitals in the rear, where they killed six, and wounded 
eleven, of the patients. Besides all this, in the confused 
melée which took place when the troops came up in the dark, 
one of the Dutch officers was shot atand killed by his own 
men. We do not praise these barbarities on the part of the 
Malays ; our object in quoting the passage is because it shows 
us that the Dutch at the time must either have been very 
weak numerically, or else very careless in their dispositions. 
Now, also, we get some acquaintance with the circum 
stances under which the Kraton fell, ‘a result considered (on 
the 27th January) as deciding the war.” It turns out that 
the Atchinese had cleared away before the Dutch entered 
the stronghold, and that their artillery and ammunition 
had been gradually withdrawn. “Gradual” is the term 
most applicable to all the incidents of this very leisurely 
war. The,Dutch were very gradual in making their ap- 
proaches, and the Malayswere gradual in retreating. Ge- 
neral VAN SWIETEN is gradually strengthening himself in 
his present positions, and still more gradually pushing 
aggressive operations ; meanwhile—if we are to credit the 
tele s—the Netherlands cruisers are gradually inducing 
the chiefs along the coast to recognise the Dutch supremacy. 
It is now nearly two months since we heard of the “re- 
sult considered as deciding the war,” but that end has not 
yet been accomplished. The Atchinese are fortifying them- 
selves inland, their leaders remain unapproachable, and re- 
fuse all overtures of peace. In the interim sickness is at 
work among the European regiments and among the 
Malays ; the resources of Atchin are being wasted ; the 
non-combatant population are compelled still to endure all 
the miseries of a protracted war, while on the Dutch 
themselves financial burdens must press with increasing 
heaviness. If there must needs be war let it be sharp, 
sudden, and decisive, like our own campaign in Ashantee. 
“If ’twere done, then ’twere well when ’tis done 
"twere done quickly.” For our own part we wish that the 
Dutch would take this saying to heart, and if they are not 
content with what they have already accomplished, then 
let them shake off their national torpor, try something 
more adventurous than planting their own colours in a fort 
already abandoned, and should they be really determined 
to annihilate the independence of Atchin then let them 
destroy it mercifully by a swift, stout, blow, and not devote 
it to the slow tortures of a lingering death. 





GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hameure, Marce 17. 

During the whole of the past week the German Parliament has been 
engaged in the consideration of two very important Ministerial Bills, 
the first of which was the definite re-organisation of the army. In one 
of my former letters I informed your readers that the Government 
proposed to fix the numerical strength of the active force in time of 
pace at 401,659 men, and, secondly, to allow this new law to remain 
in force till repealed. The debate on the first reading showed that a 
great divergence of opinion existed, which made it the more difficult 
to cause the different fractions inthe House to combine their forces and 
offer a direct opposition. The principal stumbling-block was the fixa- 
tion of the above-mentioned figure. The Conservative opposition and 
the Progressionist party proposed to reduce the number to 385,000, but 
the motion made by Count Bethusy Huc was lost; several other 
amendments were also dismissed by great majorities, and the National 
Liberals requested the Government to reconsider the subject and 
inform the House when the second reading came on whether 
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they would not be content with 360,000 men. The second 
part of the question, relating to the duration of the law, involves a 
great financial, and even constitutional, principle, for if Parliameat 
accepts the indefinite period proposed, it voluntarily sacrifices and 
@ives up one of its most jealously guarded privileges—the right of 
contro] over the largest item of expenditure of the national Budget. 
On the other hand, the Government argues, and very justly, that if the 
Maest important element of strength for the safety and defence of the 
country is dependent on annual votes for the army, and the goodwill 
or caprice of Parliament, they may refuse the grant just when the effi- 
ciency of the army is most urgently required, and if not able to take 
the field at the right moment, it is impossible to foresee the conse- 
quences, or to what degree of danger and difficulty the country may be 
. Self-preservation is undoubtedly admitted by all writers on 
imternational law from the time of Vattell down to the present day to 
be the first law of nature, and the experience of the last two wara— 
first with Austria and then with France—shows the importance of 
being the first in the field and carrying hostilities into the enemy's 
territory, instead of being unprepared and suffering the country to be 
imvaded. The Bill was read the firet time, and the second reading will 
be placed on the order of the day some time this week. 
en the Compulsory Vaccination Bill was read and finally passed, 
but so great was the opposition, and so closely were the numbers 
balanced, that it was only carried by a majority of one, the ayes having 
141 and the noes 140, the opposition being principally composed of the 
Ultramontanes, the Alsatians, the Poles, and the Social-Democrats, who 
had all combined to oppose the Bill. Only one clause (the 14th), re- 
lating to compulsory re-vaccination, was struck out ; but, on the other 
hand, a an moved by Dr. Loewe, for establishing a Central 
Board of Health for the whole Empire, was carried by a large majority. 

The Norddeutsche Bank at Hamburg last week held its seventeenth 
annual ordinary general meeting, to receive the report of the directors, 
which was deemed satisfactory, considering the financial panics and 
commercial distress of last year. A dividend of 104 per cent. was proposed 
and adopted (in 1872 it was 13 per cent.), and then the needful elections 
took place, when Mr. Edgar Ross, of the firm of Ross, Vidal and Co., was 
chosen one of the directors by 1,752 votes, whilst Senator Gustave 
QGodeffroy was re-elected President and Herr Robert Kayser as Vice- 
President of the Court of Administration. The shares of the bank com-

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went too far, and asked too much, while, on the other hand, Messrs. 
Stieltjes and Storm regretted that the provinces of Groningen and 
Friesland were not to be included, but would be left entirely at the 
mercy of an enemy, and Mr. Saaymans Vader protested against the 
dismantling of the fortresses of Veere and Flushing. Mr. Dam de- 
clared that he would vote against the Bill if one stone remained of 
the fortress of Zutfen. The strongholds on the Scheldt were made 
the ground of complaint by other Members. Messrs. de Roo and 
Stieltjes urged that it would be a national calamity if the Yssel-line 
were given up. The period of eight years was quite enough to induce 
Mr. Bredius to vote against the Bill—and indeed I can assure you that 
if the Chamber had determined to reject the measures, there were a 
hundred reasons available. The Chamber will now deal with the pro- 
posed reorganisation of our Consular staff abroad, of which merchants 
have made much complaint of late years. 


The consequences of the rejection of the Mon Bill are still 
unknown. It is positively asserted that Mr. Van Delden wished to 
resign, and that he only remained in office at the persuasion of his 
co-Ministers, When the King returns from his seat het Loo we may 
perhaps hear about some decisive step being taken, and probably the 
Cabinet will determine upon dissolving the Chamber. General dis- 
content prevails throughout the country because the Second Chamber 
wastes so much of the national time ; but on the other side it must be 
acknowledged that the Liberal Cabinets which have succeeded each 
other have done very little for the nation. If the Chamber is dissolved 
it is highly probable that the Cabinet of Mr. Fransen van de Putte will 
share the fate of that of Mr. Gladstone. 


The last Reuter’s telegram about our war with Atchin has made a 
very painful impression, and the Ministerial papers can only express a 
hope that it may be proved to be incorrect. I need scarcely say that 
your article, “ The War in Atchin,” was not received here with much 
favour, and is represented as being manufactured simply to annoy the 
Dutch nation. The expression of hope that Lord Derby might see his 
way to some sort of mediation to stay the waste of lives has especially 
created indignation. Several papers ask the Minister of the Colonial 
Department to telegraph the names of the soldiers as well as those of 
the officers who are killed, but Mr. Fransen van de Putte declines. 

Some time ago a Commission was appointed by the Society for the 
Welfare of the Javanese to report what could be done to promote the 
education of the natives, and a report, drawn up by Mr. Neurdenburg, 
has been published. The Commission proposes—firat, to introduce a 
simple method of elementary instruction for the children of all classes 
of natives ; secondly, a system of instruction, which is adapted for 
young men’s schools, on a small scale, to be established throughout 
the country, to give instruction in agriculture, the use of European 
tools, drawing, &c. This important report is the first step towards im- 
proving education in our colanies, which is of the greatest urgency. 

A meeting has been held by our Protestant clericals in support of 
the plan for establishing a seminary at Batavia or Banda. The neces- 
sary funds are not yet fully subscribed, a sum of £100,000 being 
wanted—say 400 subscribers of £.250 cach. A gentleman of the 
Hague—Baron v. L. v. S.—has given a donation of f.2,500. If the 
undertaking had a leas orthodox colour perhaps it would meet with 
better success. The moderate Protestants now abstain from partici- 
pation. 

In a former letter I mentioned that rather large sums are being con- 
tributed by our Roman Catholics in aid of the persecuted bishops in Ger- 
many. Henceforth every week a day will bespecially named on which 
to ask for the mediation of Heaven. 

Our Money Market offers nothing to report. Business is very quiet, 
and, although money is abandant, a general distrust prevails, which 
checks transactions.

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THE TREATY WITH PERAK AND LAROOT. 

THE new Treaty concluded with the Malay chiefs who 
have been struggling for supremacy in Perak and Laroot is 
drawn up in such clear terms that to readers at all familiar 
with the [Straits it will almost explain itself. The pre- 
amble sets out the reasons why British intervention has 
become necessary, and then calls attention to the existence 
of previous treaties (notably that of 1825), by which we 
are bound to assist Perak if the Sultan of that Kingdom 
desires our aid. Then the different positions to be occupied 
hereafter by the rival claimants to the throne, and the 
Governor of Laroot are determined ; a British official is to 
reside at Perak, another subordinate officer at Laroot, and 
the advice of these political agents is to regulate the col- 
lection of the revenues and the general administration of 
the Kingdom. Two small pieces of territory are ceded to 
Great Britain. This is perhaps the only portion of the 
Treaty which is likely to be misapprehended. In the one 
case, that of the Krean river, the ae has hitherto formed 
the boundary of Province Wellesley, but there has of late 
been much robbery and violence in Laroot, and in order 
more effectually to keep down freebooters, and to prevent 
smuggling craft from sheltering themselves just outside 
British territory in the watercourses that feed the Krean 
river, it has been found essential to bring the water system 
of the Krean, as a whole, henceforth under the control of 
our police. 

e same remark applies to Pulo Dinding and Pulo 
Pangkor. These islets never were any real good to us, 
but the reason why we secured them originally is because, 
if left to Malay Rajahs, they sooner or later shelter pirates. 
We most of us know what used to go on up and down the 
Indo-Chinese Coast. The pirates lurk in some island off a 
sea-port or the mouth of a river. The Governor on shore 
declares his inability to expel them, for he has no forces 
except on the mainland, and these pirates are outside his 
jurisdiction. Meantime he privately receives a share of 
their booty, and privately furthers their ends in return. 
Now this sort of thing must by some means or other be 














stopped, and the best plan has been found to be the 
making the islands at any rate British territory. The 
pirate 


elie are then afraid to hide themselves there, 
and if they do we can deal with them. In the case of Pulo 
Dinding recent occurrences have shown that in order to 
keep the Straits really clear we must get control of the 
sea-coast opposite as well, and this end we have therefore 
secured by the eleventh article of the new Treaty. 

The cost of the two political residents, with their estab- 
lishments, is to fall on the revenues of Perak, while the 
expenses incurred in consequence of our recent interven- 
tion will be paid by the Governor of Laroot, in whose 
principality the disturbances occurred, and who is respon- 
sible for the chief share of what has happened. The State 
of Perak was formerly tributary to Siam; but Captain 
BURNEY, in 1827, made a treaty with the Court at Bang- 
kok, by which, amongst other things, the complete inde- 
pendence of Perak was secured. This independence made 
it easy for us to intervene. Many of the other Malay 
States—Tringanu for example—still owe allegiance to the 
Siamese, and of course in such instances we could not do 
more than insist that the King of Sram should restore 
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order and peace to the dominions of his tributary. We 
are not complaining against this circumstance ; we think 
that the Siamese have in late years become quite stron 
enough to quell Chinese rioters, exterminate pirates, ‘snd 
repress disturbance ; but we mention the point because we 
observe at least one of our contemporaries hinting that Sir 
ANDREW CLARKE will probably ere long have to deal with 
the affairs of other Malay chiefs as he has dealt with the 
Rajah of PERAK; and it ought to be carefully borne in 
mind that our Treaty relations with these potentates in 
each case vary considerably, and that a uniform policy in 
our negotiations with them would therefore be out of the 
question. We cannot help remarking here that, if our 
opinion is correct and the Governor of Laroot has been 
saddled with the whole expense by the intervention, on 
the ground that the party responsible for the difficulties 
should pay the costs of settling them, then Sir HARRY 
OrD ought surely to have been made jointly liable for at 
all events a share of these charges, inasmuch as by a pro- 
clamation “of questionable legality,” as some called it, or 
“clearly illegal,” as it has been described by others, he 
allowed arms to be supplied to the Governor of Laroot, and 
thus intensified the fury of the struggle. 

We do not regard the Perak Treaty as anything more 
than a sensible arrangement for restoring order and foster- 
ing commerce in that petty State. Its influences and opera- 
tion will be local It has lately been described as ‘‘ the in- 
“ troduction of the seeds of civilised Government into the 
“‘ Malay Peninsula, destined seemingly to change the face 
“ of that country ;” but the author of such a phrase must 
have worked his brain up to concert-pitch, else he would 
not have sounded so high a note. For all that, however, 
we must give Sir ANDREW CLARKE credit for his prompt- 
ness, his good sense, and his moderation. Looking at the 
general equity of such a question as this it must, we think, 
be clear that we were not going an inch beyond our duties 
in acting as we have now done. It was by our direct 
action that Perak was erected into a completely indepen- 
dent kingdom, and the power of Siam to control the suc- 
cession to the throne, and to keep down disorder, was taken 
away. Hinc ille lacryme ; when the throne became vacant 
pretenders started up, and even had there been no internal 
strife of this sort, yet what power of his own has this 
Rajah—an autocrat of our creation—to keep down robbers, 
to chastise pirates, or to hold rude clans of riotous Chinese 
miners in check, that is, at least, unless we aid him in 
these undertakings, which are obviously among the first 
duties of a monarch? His own real subjects, his Malay 
people, the Rajah could probably at all times manage, but 
since the days when we set him up to taste the sweets of 
uncontrolled authority, and to make experience of its at 
tendant duties and cares, a new set of inhabitants, we refer, 
of course, to the Chinese, have invaded his domains. These 
are a class whom he has not the material force, even if be 
possessed the spirit, to compel to obedience to his laws. How 
can he administer justiceto them, or howenforce his decrees? 
Thus in the interest of the Rajah and his officers, in that 
of his people, for the sake of the property of British sub- 
jects, who own tin mines or land in Perak and Laroot, and, 
finally, because the paths of commerce must, at all hazards, 
be kept free from pirates, we were bound to intervene 
to secure the tranquillity of Perak. This being our duty, 
we have limited our action to the mildest measures which 
the due attainment of our ends will admit of. We leave the 
Rajah his territory (with two small and indispensable re- 
servations) ; we leave him, too, full power to deal with 
questions touching Malay religion and custom. We secure 
him an income out of his revenues sufficient for his require- 
ments ; we take nothing except the cost of our Political 
Agents for ourselves ; and we think that such acourse is much 
more commendable than the plan of annexing Perak, as the 
Dutch would have done, burning the chief town, as we 
have done in Ashantee, or, lastly, leaving matters alone, aa 
non-interventionalists would probably have advised, 


THE rumour which we referred to some time since,as to 
the discharge of the foreign employés at the Arsenal at Foo- 
chow, it appears—by advices by the last mail—was well- 
founded, and a considerable number of French artizans 
have arrived at Marseilles. We believe that all the works 
connected with the Arsenal are to be abandoned. 
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SHOULD THE STATE IN TIMES OF SCARCITY 
PROHIBIT THE EXPORTATION OF RICE? 

THE above is a question to which public attention in 
India has lately been drawn, and one which has a peculiar 
interest for many of our readers who have had experience 
of the grain-trade in the Far East. Lord NoRTHBROOK was 
recently advised by the Government of Bengal to stop the 
export of rice from the Indian dominions to foreign coun- 
tries, and we know that on two occasions the Government 
of Siam, when their harvests failed, forbade any exporta- 
tion of grain. The Viceroy of INpDr1a decided against such 
a proposition, and he has just published in a somewhat 
elaborate minute the reasons which led him to this con- 
clusion. We think he was right in his view, but we cannot 
help adding that his arguments are in one or two points 
incomplete. He begins by reducing the case down to the 
practical ene whether the export of common rice from 
Bengal (which has never exceeded 446,000 tons in the most 
favourable years) ought to be stopped. To prohibit growers 
to export the best or “ table” rice would be simply to with- 
draw from them the means they require in order to provide 
themselves with cheaper kinds of food, and therefore this 
course must be left out of consideration. We also incline to 
set aside the food requirements of Ceylon, Mauritius, and 
the Bengal coolies in the West Indies or elsewhere, to which 
this exported rice is usually sent ; for, though Lord Nortu- 
BROOK lays stress upon the point, these consumers need 
not starve. because the Calcutta supplies are temporarily 
cut off. But we agree in the view that to stop the export 
of this comparatively small amount would have but little 


effect in cheapening food for the 66,000,000 Bengalees who 


eat 30,000 tons of rice in a day. Lord NorTHBROOK, 
however, seems to us in error when he makes the admission 
that the action of Government in prohibiting the export of 
rice would have considerably lowered its price. Not neces- 
sarily so by any means ; for unless the authorities were at 
the same time to seize all the existing stocks of paddy at 
a regulation price all the natives who hold them now, fore- 
warned of the scarcity, will stick to their hoards and 
retain them undisposed of till the high famine prices show 
symptoms of a decline, and then they will sell. For all 
that we agree that one great safeguard against a famine 
lies in the diminished consumption which. naturally results 
from the rise in prices due to anticipated dearth ; because 
people then begin to economise their food. Either, there- 
fore, the prohibition would—as we contend—not lower the 
price of grain, or if it did then Lord NorTHBROOK is right 
in saying that to lower the price artificially at the com- 
mencement of the famine is, by the consequent increase of 
consumption, to absorb the additional stock which the em- 
bargo on the export trade supplies. To these difficulties 
we lays next to add the evils consequent upon the dis- 
turbance of the labour market and trade by Government 
restrictions imposed at what is really a commercial crisis, 
By disappointing our regular customers we induce them to 
seek their food supplies in other and more trustworthy 
quarters, and thus we permanently injure—perhaps destroy 
—our ordinary export trade'in grain. This is not merely 
a financial disaster. To check the export trade of a com- 
modity is to discourage its production, and hence any mea- 
sure that would weaken the export trade in rice from a 
country would also lessen the capacity of that country to 
meet a future period of scarcity by reducing the average of 
its annual cultivation. The direct losses entailed upon 
shippers, merchants, mill-owners, and such like t em- 
ployers of labour in consequence of a prohibition of this 
sort are also peculiarly severe; and, besides this, the cir- 
culation of capital is checked by the blow struck at com- 
merce, and numbers of people are thus thrown out of work 
at a period when most of all they need employment. Lord 
NoRTHBROOK is right in insisting—as we have done once 
before—that what is really wanted to prevent a famine 
in the East is to have the creeks and roads—the chan- 
nels for conveying the food —in the most efficient 
state, so that grain, which can always be collected 
in abundance at the outports, may be easily, ’ cheaply, 
and swiftly carried to the spots where the real pressure 
prevails. To forbid the export of rice is not, therefore, to 
increase the stock of food in the districts distressed, for the 
particular rice which is thus stopped at the port where the 
ships await it does not—cannot—come from the districts 
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where the famine threatens, but from some wholly different 
regions where the harvests have been good. 
fore still have to be carried to the actual localities of the 
dearth before it can be of any service there; and hence if 
the Government interference with commerce brings so many 
incidental evils in its train, we ask what advantage there 
can be for laying an embargo on this particular lot of rice, 
and taking it up from the outport in preference to some 
other lot of precisely the same quality which has been im- 
ported by the State from abroad ?

THE DESTRUCTION OF THE SUMMER PALACE 
AT PEKING. 
The following passage is from a book now very difficult to p' 

“The Story of the Chinese Expedition, as Compiled from French Official 
Documents.” After stating that the Summer Palace was the favourite 
residence of the Emperor of China, who only repaired to the Peking 
Palace when he had to take part in official ceremonies, the writer con- 
tinues :—“ This palace consists of a series of buildings separated from 
each other by lakes, bridges, and artificial hillocks. Many of them are 
constructed of gilt cedar-wood, while the varnished tiles, some blue, 
others green or yellow, combined with the trees in blossom, blend their 
colours in a very effective manner. As is the custom in the East, close 
to the part of the palace in which the Emperor resided were buildings 
filled with silks, furs, provisions, and all the accessorics of the house- 
hold, which numbered ten thousand persons. The Emperor could not 
have left the palace three hours before the arrival of the French troops. 
When the latter entered they must have imagined themselves rather ina 
museum than an Imperial residence, for ornaments of gold, silver, and 
precious stones were arranged on shelves all along the rooms as if for an 
exhibition. The first feeling was one of wonder, and for sometime nothing 
was touched, but, the charm once broken, the whole wasdivided among the 
troops, each man receiving a certain quantity according to his rank, and 
as laid down by the Royal decree of the 2nd of May, 1832, concerning the 
distribution of prize-money. It seems certain that the sum of 800,000 
francs in gold and silver ingots, also divided among the troops, had 
been brought to the palace for the current expenses of the Imperial 
household.” Such being the case, it is impossible to argue that “la 
perfide Albion” instigated the loot of the Summer Palace. 


An “Eye Witness” writes to The Times :—Those who were present 
when the English Ambassador and the French General met will long 
remember the courteous formalities at the threshold of that Palace of 
which we had all heard so much, and the impressive assertion that 
“nothing in the Palace had been removed or injured.” But they will 
remember, also, the evidence of their own senses.
